APPROPRIATIONS AND CANAL.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—At the 
conclusion of Mr. Hamilton’s re- 
marks, Mr. Cannon, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee asked unan- 
imous consent for consideration of the 
conference report on the Sundry Ap- 
propriations Bill. 

In urging the necessity for immediate 
action, Mr. Cannon expressed the hope 
that Congress would be able to reach 
a final adjournment by July 4.

Mr. Hull of Iowa called up the 
Army Appropriation Bill.

It was the action 
of the House on this bill, in inatruating 
its conferees, which caused the n- 
troversy with the Senate regarding 
the right to take such action. 

Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania, one of 
the committee appointed to confer 
with the Senate on the subject, ex- 
p:ained that the parliamentary effect 
of the resolution in declaring the 
House's purposes to adhere to its dis- 
agreement as to the two amendments 
was to carry its insistence one stage 
further than the adoption of the for- 
mer instructions to the conferees. 


Mr. Richardson, the minority leader, 
who also was a member of the com- 
mittee to confer with the Senate, ex- 
plained further that the Senate had 
ignored the House's request for con- 
ference with instructions to its confer- 
ees and had sent the bill back with a 
simple request for a conference. The 
effect of the adoption of the resolu- 
tion would be that the House in turn 
ignored the Senate and sent the bill 
back with a stronger insistence on its 
objection to the objectionable items. 
It was not a surrender, he said. Had 
it been so, he never would have agreed 
to it. The resolution was adopted.

EFFECT ON COAL SUPPLY. —

INDIANAPOLIS, June 20.—It is ese 
timated by W. B. Wilson, secretary

Since then the 
stock has sold at auction at 66, 
The stock was bid up today 
on the floor of the exchange 
from 47 to 65, which was the 
final bid recorded, but the bid- 
ding failed to bring out any 
stock and there were no trans- 
actions. Of the $7,000,000 of 
stock $6,886,300 is now owned by 
the Panama Canal Company, 
leaving only-1137 shares in out- 
side hands.

Ambition of the Kaiser 
Leaps High. 


Interesting Speech at 
Aix La Chapelle. 


Discusses Religion and Its 
Relation to the Future of 
the Empire.

AIX LA CHAPELLE (Prussia) June 
20.—{(_By Atlantic Cabie.] A striking 
speech on religion was delivered by 
Emperor William at the city hall here 
yesterday after his arrival from Ber- 
lin, accompanied by the Empress and 
the Crown Prince Frederick William. 
After observing that the city was typi- 
cal of the German empire, Charie- 
magne, on whom Rome conferred the 
dignity of a Roman Caesar, having 
fixed the seat of government here, the 
Emperor said: 

“What, however, his powerful per- 
sonality was able to effect, namely, 
combining the office of a Roman em- 
peror with that of a Germanic king, 
was denied his successors, who, striv- 
ing to hold the world-wide 


forgot the cause of Germania, so th@t 
little by little the German land and 
people decayed, and the Roman empire 
of German nationality fell to pieces. 
Now, however, another empire has 
come to life, and its tasks are differ- 
ent from those of ancient days. Con- 
fined in their outward limits to the 
borders of their country, the Germans 
have settied down to the work which 
has fallen upon them. In these days 
the young empire is strengthening it- 
seif, and confidence in it is ever in- 
creasing. The mighty German army 
constitutes the support of the peace of 
Europe. In conformity with the’ char- 
acter of their race, the Germans have 
kept themselves within bounds, so far 
as the outsi world is concerned, in 
order to be wholly unfettered at home. 
Our tongue is passing beyond the seas. 
Every thought of science is first turned 
to account by us, to be afterward 
adopted by other nations. This is the 
world-wide imperium after which Ger- 
manic genius strives. 

“But it must not be forgotten that 
the empire was rooted in simplicity 
and fear of God. I look to all to help 
me spread religion among the people, 
in order that the German name ma 
preserve its health and strength. Thi 
applies equally to the two creeds, 
Catholic and Protestant. 

“It is with pride and joy that I am 
able to tell that the Pope said to my 
special ambassador who went to Rome 
on the occasion of the holy father’s 


high opinion of the piety of the Ger- 
mans, and their Emperor, and of that 
of the German army. The Pope asked 
my Ambassador to tell his sovereign 
that the country in Europe where con- 
trol, order and discipline still pre- 
vailed, with respect for authority and 
regard for church, and where the 
church could live, was the German em- 
pire, and for that the papal see was 
indebted to the German Emperor. 

“This justifies me,” continued Em- 
peror William, “in saying that our two 
‘great creeds, must, while living eide 
pe side, keep in view their one great 

to uphold and strengthen the fear 

of God and reverence for religion. 
Whether we are moderns or whether 
we labor in this or that fleld does not 
matter at all. He who does not found 
his life on religion is a lost man. I 
rejoice that I have placed my whole 
empire, my pie and my army, as 
well as myself and my house beneath 
the cross, and under the protection of 
Him, who said: ‘Heaven and earth 
shal! pass away, but my word shall not 
pass away.’”

NOMBE, June 7. —({Wired from Seattle, 
June 20.) The steamer Portland. 
Capt. Lindquist, the ‘pioneer of the 
Northern Commercial Compony’s fleet, 
was on June 4 caught in the ice pack, 
and is being carried up Bering Straits 
to the Arctic Ocean at the rate of from 
two to three miles an hour. 

The Nome City came near being 
caught in the same manner, but she 
found a lead, and bucked through the 
pack to the westward. The Portland 
could be plainly seen drifting north- 
ward past the Diomed Islands. Three 
whalers were also in sight, but they 
were in the lee of the Diomed, and in 
no danger of being carried into the 
Arctic by the floating pack. 

When Capt. Daniels brought the 
word to Nome that the Portland was 
fast in the ice and drifting toward 
the Arctic, the Northern Commercial 
Company ‘and people having friends 
aboard were greatly worried, and as 
s00n as the Thetis arrived, a petition, 
well signed, was presented to Capt. 
Healey, requesting him to go to the 
relief of the Portland. The Thetis left 
the same evening. If anyone can ren- 
der the imprisoned ship any assistance, 
Capt. Healey is that man. 

There is some danger of the ship. 
being crushed in the straights. If she 
got through the straights and failed 
to find a lead to the eastward or west- 
ward by which she could get clear of 
the pack, she will be carried into the 
Arctic Ocean, and failing to get clear 
of the ice, may ultimately be wrecked 
by heavy joes, farther north. In the 
event of her not getting crushed she 
will be greatly delayed and no doubt 
run short of supplies and fresh water.

He became pos- 
cessor of 1000 shares of the company, 
the par value of which was $25 a share.

CAN’T WATCH HIS SMOKE. 


French Artillery Officer Invents Won- 
derful Apparatus Which Suppresses 


Demonstrations of Even Black Powder. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PARIS, June 20.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Col. Humbert, a French artil- 
lery officer whose technical knowledge 
and experience carry great weight, has 
invented an apparatus which, applied 
to a rifle or to rapid-fire cannon, com- 
pletely suppresses the flash, sound and 
smoke of even black gunpowder. Col. 
Humbert says: “I have succeeded in 
converting the explosive powder which 
has been known for centufies into a 
motor power giving impulse to pro- 
jectiles from rifles and cannons without 
a report, without smoke, without flash, 
wtihout recoil, and without any d'm- 

(inution of force or effect.” 

Military authorities here attach su- 
preme importance to the discervery, 
which they consider will bring about 
a complete revolution in the methods 
of warfare of the. twentieth century. 


LIVIAN WOMEN. 


They are the Sturdiest in the World. 
Bear Heavy Burdens and Live Mainly 
on a Vegetarian Diet. 


[New York Tribune:] “The sturdiest 
women of the world are probably the 
women of Bolivia,” said a traveler yes- 
terday, who, with a party of young 
men, recently returned from a visit to 
that country. “The people of Bolivia 
are of necessity mainly vegetarian in 
their diet, for beef is scarce, and con- 
sequently very expensive. In fact, the 
beef to be had there is not good, for the 
country is mountainous and all of the 
cattle develop hard muscles. This is 
especially true of the sheep, which are 
‘trained athletes." The mutton has the 
consistency of rubber, and is as tough 
as leather. Northerners who are in 
the habit of depending on meat find no 
satisfaction in steaks, chops and roas:s 
in Bolivia. We fared well without 
meat after futile efforts to eat it. The 
only part of the beef which was at all 
possible was the tenderloin, and even 
that was not so palatable as the fruits 
and vegetables. 

“Delicious fruits at low prices abound 
in the markets of Bolivia. The break. 
fasts consist of fruit, and plenty of it. 
We had bananas, prickly pears, or 
tunas, which are the best of the native 
fruits, and of which one can buy ten 
for a cent; peaches, grapes, luscious 
strawberries, fresh figs, fragrant pine- 
apples, alligator pears, cherimoyas, 
pepinos and star apples. 

“Cherimoyas have a soft sweet pulp 
and large black seeds, and are inclosed 
ih a thick skin. They are broken in 
halves and eaten with a spoon. Pep. 
inos grow on palm trees, and look like 
cucumbers on the outside, but inside 
are much like muskmelons, with thick, 
very sweet pulp. These must be cut 
first to let the milky juice out. They

star apple is a fine fruit. It is beau- 
tiful to look at, about the size of an 
apple, and has a smooth and shining 
skin, graduating in color from a light 
purple at one end to a dark shade at 
the other.

“Chickens and ducks, native fish and 
imported corned beef are the popular 
meat and fish courses of a dinner. 
Mutton stew or broth !s about the only 
thing to be had as a soup, Chickens 
are the special feast day piece de re- 
sistance and are raised by all classes 
of people. The bread its coarse and 
made of dark wheat. The tmported 
canned meats and fish are more popular 
than the home products of the same 
kinds. The ice crop never fails, and 
there is no ice trust in Bolivia. Ice 
is obtained in abundance from the im- 
mense glacier flelds in the upper ranges 
of the mountains which supply the 
markets throughout the year from their 
solid beds and columns of ice. Living 
in Bolivia is cheap. We lived lhixuci- 
ously in La Paz, the capital of the 
country, at the best hotel for $5 a week 
each for room and board. -.Most of the 
natives have gardens, and their ex- 
penses must be reduced to the min- 
imum. 

“The women keep the shops and the 
markets, and some of them are rich, 
owning their own plantations, on which 
they raise fruit, vegetables, chickens, 
ducks, rabbits. etc. They have the 
right to acquire their own property and 
to hold it or sell it as they please’until 
they are married. Then their hus- 
bands have a dower yr ght 2nd mist 
a deed to make a sale of property 
valid. 

“The people are divided into three 
classes—the Spanish, or aristocrats: 
the native Indians or laboring class, 
and the Cholos, or halfbreeds, who are 
the shopkeepers. The last are usually 
ch. as they are exceedingly 
thrifty. They build beautiful homes, 
dress extravagantly and wear a great 
many jewels. It is the Cholo woman 
who is the most active in the home and 
in business. The Indian women bear 
the hardest burdens. Con stiering thelr 
opportunities, the women are most 
progressive, and welcome all latter-day 
innovations. 

“The Spanish women dress in Par- 
isian styles, years behind the times. 
The Cholos nave a style of their own 
and are very fond of imported and ex- 
pensive stuff. but all their gowns are

N OUTRAGEOUS MEASURE. 
A special dispatch from Washing- 
ton, published in The Times of yes- 
terday, is almost as alarming, in its 
Way, to those who look beneath the 
surface, as the story of riot and 
bloodshed that comes from the anarch- 
ist headquarters in New Jersey. 
_ A short time ago we commented 
upon the bold attempt that is being 

Made by the “scrippers’’ to put legis- 
lation through Congress which would 
enable them to obtain a rehearing in 
regard to the location of oil lands in 
Kern county, which case has thrice 
been decided against them, first, by 
the local iand office; second, by the 
General Land Office, and third, by 
the Secretary of the Interior, whose 
decision in such cases, up to the 
present, has been irrevocable. It is 
to get around this fact that a bill 
was introduced in the House by Mr. 
Dick of Ohio. which would permit the 
scrippers to go before the Court of 
Appeals of the District of Columbia. 
In commenting upon this affair, we 
expressed the hope that the House 
would incontinently turn down this 
objectionalle measure, 80 obviously 
devised for the sole purpose of en- 
abling certain grecdy speculators § to 
obtain property to which they are not 
justiy entitled. Unfortunately, as we 
learn from the dispatch above re- 
ferred to, our hope was ill-founded. 
Our Washington correspondent an- 
nounces that the bill has been passed 
by the House of Representatives. and 
‘Is now before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, with the Senate lobby 
constantly filled with men who are 
working to get it through the Sen- 
ate, and before the President for his 
signature, before the adjournment of 
the present session of Congress. 

This bill, as passed by the Hoase., 
changes the existing rules of practice 
before the Interior Department; prac- 
tically legisiates the department's 
Attorney-General, Judge Van De 
Venter, who has made several deci- 
sions against the “scrippers,” out of 
office, and is almost retroactive lezis- 
lation, in that it permits appeals in 
any of the cases decided since Jan- 
uary last, which would just let the 
“seripper” cases in under appeal. 
That such measures as this can be 
rushed through Congress is surely 
enough to cause anxiety and alarm 
on part of ail patriotic Americans. 
We are not aware whether the Rep- 
resentative of this district in Congress 
—McLachlan—who must surely have 
been well acquainted with the facts in 
the case—did everything—or any- 
thing--to oppose the passage of the 
bill. 

' Every effort should now be made to 
impress upon the Senators the objec- 
tionable nature of this bill. Senator 
Bard may doubtless be relied upon to 
lend his active assistance, and, should 
the worst come to the worst, the Presi- 
dent may undowbdtedly be induced to 
yeto the bill, ff he is given to un- 
derstand its true import.

ANAMA OR NICARAGUA? 


The action of the Senate in adopt- 
ing the so-called “Spooner substitute” 
leaves isthmian canal legislation in a 
somewhat uncertain condition. This 
measure requires the President to 
purchase the Panama Canal Com- 
pany’s property, rights and conces- 
sions, for the price at which it has 
been offered to the United States 
($40,000,000,) provided it shall ap- 
pear, as may be determined through 
the law department of the govern- 
ment, that the Panama Canal! Com- 


pany can give a clear title to the. 


property. It is further provided that 
if the President should be unable to 
satisfy himself that a clear title to 
the Panama property can be obtained, 
he shall proceed to construct an inter- 
oceanic waterway by the. Nicaragua 
route. The Senate, upon the final 
ie passed the Spooner bill by 67 

By this action the Senate has com- 
mitted itself overwhelmingly to the 
Paname route. The House, on the 
other hand, is as strongly committed 
to the Nicaragua route, through its 
passage of the Hepburn bill, by a 
practically unanimous’ vote. Thie 
looks, on the surface, very much like 
a deadlock. It may turn out to be 
such, though it is by no means cer- 
tain, at this writing, what the further 
action of the House will be. The 
Hepburn bill passed the House before 
the Panama Canal Company had sub- 
mitted its definite proposition to sell 
out for $40,000,000. It *- not improb- 
able that, if this proposition had been 
Bpecifically before the House. together 
with the amended report of the Isth- 
mian Canal Commi-cton, recommend- 
ing the Panama route, the action of 
the House would have been different. 
It is safe to say, at all events. that 


the Hepburn bill would not 
passed by a Virtually unanimous 

vote, 
Washington opinions differ quite 


radically as to the probable action 
of the House on the measure which 
has just patsed the Senate. The more 
uncompromising advocates of the 
Nicaragua route scout the idea that 
the House wil! accept the Spooner 
bill. Representative Hepburn is 
quoted as saying that the action of 
the Senate has “killed canal legisia- 
tlon for some time to cdme” --=4 
that “the Panama proposition cannot 
get forty votes in the House.” On 
the other hand, it is claimed by scme 
close observers that the House. after 
a discussion of the question which 
is likely to be more or less acrimoni- 
ous, will accept the bill as it passed 
the Senate—perhaps with a few minor 
amendments—and that, as a conse- 
quence of such action, we shall soon 
witness the beginr'-~- of work on the 
great trans-isthmian waterway. 
There is one thing, at least, to be 
said in favor of the measure which 
has just passed the Senate. If it 
should become a law, it wil! insure 


the construction of a canal from 
ocean to ocean, either by the Pa- 
nama or the Nicaragua route. This 


is a paramount fact, which the House 
cannot well afford to overlook. 
Opinions are apparently as wide 
apart as ever upon the relative ad- 
vantage of the two routes. It seems 
very likely that if we are to wait 
until these differing opinions are rec- 
onciled we shall never get around to 
the actual work of building the canal. 
In the bill passed by the Senate, full 
provision is made for the beginning 
of work on an adequate scale. It au- 
thorizes the President to appoint a 
commission of seven persons to cu- 
pervise the work, and provides for 
a bond-issue, in the sum of $130.090.,- 
000, bearing 2 per cent. interest, to 
pay the cost of construction. 

It is thus apparent that the House 
has before it an opportunity to in- 
sure the corstruction of an isthmien 
eanal (for there can be little doubt 


-that the President would approve the 


measure, should the House accept it.) 
The fact that this opportunity is 
presented will offer a strong induce- 


| 


ment for many members of the House 
to waive all quibbles as to the ques- 
tion of routes, and vote for the bill 
in order that the building of a canal 
may be assured. If The Times were 
a prophet, it would predict that the 
Spooner bill will in effect be accepted 
by the House, notwithstanding its ac- 
tion yesterday in non-concurring in 
that measure. 


HICAGO’S AMBITION. 

We are all aware that the people 
of Chicago are ambitious, but their 
latest idea is almost enough to take 
away one’s breath. Not content with 
aiming at being the largest city in the 
world, which goal they expect to reach 
within a few years, it seems that 
they are now desirous of becoming 
the capital of the United States. A 
Chicago publication, Givins’ Real 
Estate Gazette, has an article on this 
subject, which does not appear to be 
invented as a joke. The writer 
points out that it is a great nuisarice 
for Senators and Congressmen from 
all the Western States to ride thous- 
ands of miles every year to and from 
Washington “which is in a little 
tucked-away section of this country.” 


Incidentally, the writer remarks that 
| there should be a continuous 
. gress, and a continuous Senate, open 


throughout the year. The seat of this 
continuous legislation should, 
course, be Chicago, because it is the 
“railway center, the grain center, the 
commercial center and is fast becom- 
ing the art center.’ The old-fash- 
ioned people down in Washington, we 
are told, “do not know anything about 
us; they still live in the days of 
George Washington. They are good 
old back numbers."" Then the enthu- 
siastic writer goes on to say: 

“They think they have a fine build- 
ing with an attractive dome, aud 
magnificent parks. But wait until 
they see the new thirty-seven-stoned 
capitol to be erected in Chicago, with 
telephones and typewriters in every 
room—wireless telegraphy from the 
summit to the dome of every State 
eapitol in the Union, including the 
Hawaiian and the Philippine Islands, 
by which the vuice of the nation can 
dlways be heard, the entire top story 
to be reserved for visiting kings and 
queens of other countries, where 
they can sip mint juleps and see the 
stock yards. Milwaukee beer will be 
piped from Wilwaukee Waukesha 
water will be on tap on every floor 
of the building.” — | 

An invitation is then held out to 
ambitious young architects, for them 
to send in plans for the proposed 
capital building, and the Gazette 


promises, in its next issue, to print 


a view of Chicago aa the national 
capital. Among other things the 
writer says: “The climate of Chicago 
is better adapted for citizens of all 
sections of the country than any other 
city in the land. Cool in summer and 
moderate in winter.” 

How is that for—well, let us call it 
imagination. 

We do not believe that there ts --~- 
serious prospect of a removal of the 
capital of the United States from its 
present location to the strenuous 
headquarters of American energy on 
Lake Michigan. It is, of course, to be 
regretted that the representatives 
from the stock yards 
points find it inconvenient to make 
the journey to the national capital, 
but then, the people who live along 
the south Atlantic Coast might, with 
equal justice, complain that it Is a 
long way to Chicago. We are all 
proud of Washington, the city of 
beautiful distances, already one of the 
most beautiful cities in the world, 
where yet greater. improvements are 
now being planned. We are giad to 
be abie to point out to the rte'ting 
foreigner at least one American city 
where the esthetic has not been en- 
tirely overwhelmed by the material, 
‘and where man may converse for sev- 
eral hours with intelliztent human be- 
ings without touching upon the 
price and prospects of pork, wheat or 
railroad stocks. | 

The people of the United States, as 
a whole, are very well satisfied with 
the present location of the national 
capital. Chicago may go ahead 
eiriving after yet greater bigness, and 
may epread itself out until it covers 
the greater part of several States, but 
it is not likely ever to become the 
ceat of government of this great na- 
tion. 


ORLD’S GREATEST MIGRATION. 

A census bulletin, recently issued, 
presents some strikine and interest- 
ing figures in regard to immigration 
into this country. The number of im- 
migrants from 1821 to the census year 
1900 was rather more than 19,000,000. 
Germany has contributed more than 
any other single nation, sending 
from 1821 to 1900 a little over 5,000,000 
persons to the United States. Ireland 
stands next on the roll, with 3,869,268. 


‘Then comes Great Britain, with 
3.026.207, the Scandinavian union of 
Sweden and Norway with = 1,246,512. 


and Canada and Newfoundland with 
1,049,989. Two other countries, Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Italy. each also 
contributed a little over 1,000,000 to 
the total. Russia gave alnrost as 
many, while the other countries made 
smaller contributions to the sum of 
the United States inhabitants, 

As showing how rapidly immigra- 
tion has increased of late, the statis- 
tics record the fact that nearly three- 
fourths of this immigration has taken 
place in the second half of the pe- 
riod, or between 1861 and 1900. This 
is the greatest migration of people 
that the world has ever seen. Un- 
fortunately fer .us, the character of 
the immigrants has not improved of 
late, but rather has fallen of, 
While the immigration from 
Britein and Germany and the Scanii- 
pavien countries, whence the  hest 
class of our foreign-born citizens 
come, has been decreasing, there has 
been a large increase in the immigra-

Gage is anxious to bring the case to a 
head before the convention in Augus:. 
This may be construed to mean that 
he believes he has an-excellent ground 
for action. 

“It is doubtful to my mind if the 
defendants wili make any great 
amount of fuss and ieathers over pre- 
liminary matters, such as this question 
of the jurisdiction of the Wilmington 
court; because such measures on tne-r 
part will demonstrate to the public 
that even they are constrained to 
look upon the case with alarm, and 
are — to take advantage of every 
ossible flaw and excuse to prolong or 

When Dist.-Atty. Rives saw the 
above, he was much chagrined, and 
deplored the thought that «ny member 
of his staff would be so indiscreet as 
to rush mate print with so partisan an 
utterance. r. Rives promptly denied 
any bias in the case on the part of 
the District Atturney’s office. 

Gen. Jones, also, was considerably 
annoyed when the Express article was 
shown to him. In order to asce:tain 
Gen. Jones's real feeling in the mat- 
ter, the following questions were put 
to him categorically, by a Times re- 
porter, to which he made the subjoined 
answers in writing: 

Question. Because a party to a legal 
action avails himself of every legiti- 
mate legal weapon to carry on his 
fight, does that show that he views 
the situation with alarm or is afraid 
of his opponent? 

Answer. I think not. I think a de- 
fendant in a criminal action should ute 
all fair, honorable and Iiegitimate 
means to defend himself. 

Q. Should the District Attorney's of- 
fice go out of its way to make an at- 
tack on Spreckels and Leake and ac- 
cuse them of being scared? 

A. No, and the District Attorney's 
office has not gone out of its way to 
attack, and has net in fact attacked 
Spreckels and Leake, or either of 
them. So far as the District Attor- 
ney’s office is concerned this case will 
be handled with absolute fairness and 
impartiality. 

* Gen. Jones supplemented his written 
replies with an oral statement to the 
effect that he was hailed on the street 
last Wednesday by an Express reporter 
who asked him how f00n the Gage 
libel suit could be brought to trial, and 
for an outline of the respective steps 
of procedure in the case. He replied 
that it was impossible for him to teil 
when the trial would take place, as

the fixing of the date would depend 
largely upon the willingness of the re- 
spective parties to the action for a 
rrompt trial and the convenience of 
the courts. 

Without any thought of being inter- 
viewed for publication, Gen. Jones dis- 
cussed various features of the case 
with the reporter in an off-hand but, 
impartial, way, but said nothing to 
intimate that insistence on the part of 
the defendants to stand on all their 
legal rights would indicate that “even 
they are constrained to look upon the 
case with alarm.” The language at- 
tributed to him in this respect, he 
said, was not his. If all he said in 
the course of the conversation Were 
correctly quoted, he said, it wo@d not 
place him in the light af saying any- 
thing prejudicial to the case cf 
Messrs. Spreckels and Leake. 

In its garbled interview the Express 
also says on its own responsibility: 

“Conjecture and opinion as to the 
time within which the Gage criminal 
proceedings will come ore Judge 
Smith of the Supericr Court are rife 
among the attorneys and jurists at 
the Courthouse. 

In assuming that the case will come 
before Judge Smith the twilight pre- 
varivator again shows its previousness. 
At the time the publication was made, 
arguments had not yet been completed 
before Justice Fritz of San Francisco 
on the question of jurisdiction, and at 
this writing it is not yet any 
means certain that the trial of the 
cause celebre will come to a head be- 
fore Judge Smith or any other judge 
of the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
county. 

In making a fight to have the case 
tried in the North, Spreckels and Leake 
are not only trying to suit their own 
ronvenience, but are acting in the 
public interest, as the expense of the 
trial, which must come out of the 
public funds, will be not nearly so 
great if the proceedings are had in a 
bailiwick where most-of the witnesses 
live and where evidence from the rec- 
orads at San Quentin and Sacramento, 
essential to the hearing. are more 
readily accessible than in a remote 
place like San Pedro. . 

The effort to have the trial take 
place in the North is no indication 
whatever that the defendants are 


‘courting delay. but rather the reverse. 


Both the Call and The Times chal- 
lenge Gov.

The Governor, as a 
lawyer, has been famous for his

Local Company Gets Woodchopper

As the deal is not yet fully closed, 
the name of the purchasing company is 
kept a secret, but it fs announced that 
as soon as the new owners come into 
possession of the mine a large force 
will be put to work, and development 
will be Inaugurated on a larger scale 
than ever before. 

The Brvan group of fourteen claims 
on tre Gila River, near Kelvin, Ariz., 
has been bonded by Mra.

Lot of Circumstances 
Against Him. 


Fits the Descriptions 
of Slugger. 


Mrs. Dripps, Beaten Woman, 
in @ Serious Condition— 
Others Look. 


Slowly, but seemingly surely, the de- 
tectives are forging a chain of evi- 
dence around John, alias “Bull” White, 
a Whittier Reform School graduate, 
each link in which points more strongly 
to his guilt as the assailant <f Mrs. 
Kate A. Dripps, the aged widow who 
for no known cause was attacked on 
Downey avenue and «9 terribiv beaten 
that she may never recover; The offi- 
cers are not ready to formally charge 
White with the crime, because their 
evidence is purely circumstantial, but 
there is a possibility of securing di- 
rect and very positive evidence. Noth- 
ing is left undone that will tend to 
clear up the mystery of that aseault, 
and of the several others in which de- 
fenseless women have been abused. 

White denies his guilt. He is locked 
in one of the steel tanks of the City 
Jail, and will remain there until] the 
investigation is concluded. The offi- 
cers say they believe he is guilty of 
more than one of the assaults. With 
reference to the attack upon Mrs. 
Dripps, some of the points against the 
prisoner are these: His descriptfon 
fits exactly that which Mrs. Dripps 
gave of her assailant, though it was 
meager, witnesses have been found 


city atout the hour of the crime; oth- 
ers saw a man answering his descrip- 
tion, walking along the street to- 
ward the Downey avenue bridge, and 
close tehind him was Mrs. Dripps; the 
clothing White is known to have worn 
on the night of the crime has been 
found to bear blotches of blood in 
many places. 

Mrs. Drippe is in a state of nervous 
collapse which her physicians consider 
serious. Her eyes are swollen shut, 
her jaw broken and her face a mass 
bruises, and there are bruises all oy 


her body, where the brute kicked her 
after knocking her down. In order that 
she might receive the best possible at- 
tention, her sons. yesterday had her 
removed to a private hospital. Last 
night information was received at 
police headquarters that her condition 
has shown no improvement, and that 
there are fears that she may net re- 
cover. 

Some time ago a friend of White 
Was arrested and Mrs. Dripps had 
something to do with the prosecution. 
In this the officers think they 
have found a possible motive 
for the |. assault. Another clr- 
cumstance overlooked 
terday is that when Mrs. 
reached her home she had lost her 
purse, containing a small amount in 
change, but it is not believed that rob- 
bery was the motive. 

Two of the victims of previous as- 
saults called at the detectives’ office 
yesterday and asked to see the pris- 
oner. Mrs. Dah! Holcomb, who on 
April 28 was beaten almost into in- 
sensibility by an unknown man on 
Macy street, near Date, confronted 
White. She stated that she did not 
desire to accuse any innocent man of 
the crime, and while White's descrip- 
tion fits that of her assailant, she is 
not sure enough of the identification 
to swear to it. Ber 

Mrs. W. H. Barnes of No. 82 Wall 
street was assaulted April 7°, near 
San Pedro street. on Ninth. She was 
struck on the back of the head and 
knocked down. When she saw White 
at the jail, she said that he looks like 
the tran, but she was not gure. Asked 
if sure he is not the man, she replied 


that she was only in doubt, end before 
giving a positive answer she ¢esired to 
think it over. and see the man who 
had come to her rescue. 

As soon as Mrs. Dripps is able to 
see any person, if ever, White will be 
taken tefore her, and until then it will 
not be known positively whether she 
will be able to identify him. 


HISTORIC CORONATIONS. 


William the Conqueror Crowned Three 
Times a Year—Coronationg Under 
Great Difficulties. 


{London Mail:] The records of coro- 
nations date back to a very remote 
period of English history. 

One of the most interesti of the 
earlier ceremonies was Alfred 
Great's consecration as King. 
took place at Rome in 5854, Alfred 
was five years old at the time, the 
boy King being solemnly dedicated to 
Kingship by Pope in person. 
‘ater life Alfred was crowned 


In at 
Winchester. 
Until 1066 the records of corona- 


tions in England do not give any in- 
cidents of particular interest. 

It is related that at the crowning 
of William the Conqueror in that year 
the of the

lieved the people to have revolted. 
They set fire to the houses near the 
Abbey, and while {the English were 
putting out the flames the Norman sol- 
diers looted the buildings. Meanwhile, 
the curious spectacle was witnessed of 
the great conqueror sitting, trembling, 
at the altar. William had a mania 
for coronations, and, while he reigned, 
he was crowned times every 
year—in Winchester Abbey at Christ- 
mas, in Winchester at Easter, and in 
Gloucester at Whitsuntide. 

William II was crowned at West- 
minster, in 1087, by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and  thenceforward the 
ceremony was nearly always carried 
out by the incumbent of that see. 
This King took the oath to maintain 
the Church, and to practice mercy and 
justice toward his people. William's 
successor, Henry I was crowned three 
times, first rather hurriedly a few days 
after the death of Rufus, secondly on 
his marriage with Queen Matilda, and 
thirdly at the time of his second mar- 
riage. 

King Stephen was crowned appropri- 
ately on St. Stephen's Day, December 
26. 1135. During the ceremony a ter- 
rible storm arose, and a curious light 
is shed on the reputed courage of those 
fighting ancestors of ours by the record 
that the people fled in panic, and both 
the kiss of peace and the benediction 
were forgotten. 

Henry II was thrice crowned, first 
at Westmingter, in 1154, again, alone, 
at Lincoln in the following year, and, 
tHirdly, with his Queen in 1159. While 
Henry still continued to reign as “over 
King,” his son, nee Henry, was 
crowned by the Archbishop of York 
in 1170. 

At the coronation feast the father 
served the dishes to the son, with his 
own hand, saying, “It is not a very 
great condescension for the son of an 
earl to wait upon the son of a King.” 
This Prince was a second time crowned 
at Winchester with his wife tn 1172. 
Ih 1189 Richard I was crowned at 
Westminster. 

Even in those intolerable days, Eng- 
land offered a refuge of the Jewish 
people, everywhere persecuted. But 
the belief prevailed that they could 
work magic, and Richard ordered that 
none should be allowed to attend at 
the coronation. Some wealthy Jews, 
however, tried to force their way in, 
with the result that they were as- 
sauited and pursued to the city, where 
their houses and those of their country- 
men were burned and looted. The 
whole night is said to have been spent 
in outrage and robbery of the Jews. 
In the sequel, however, they were 
taken under royal protection. 

When only 9 years old Henry Ill. 
was crowned at Gloucester in 1216. 
Four years later he was again crowned 
at Westminster, and a third time at 
the same place with his Queen. 

On this occasion, there was ¢reat 
feasting, the citizens of London, being 
present with cups of gold and asil- 
ver, in which they served out wine. 
For eight days tournaments were held 
in Tothill Fields. 

In 1272 occurred the coronation of 
Edward L, agtended by the King cf 


the Scots, who let go several hundred 
great horses, “catch and keep who 
could.” 


The coronation of Queea Cathurine 
in 1421 was followed by a wondrous 
feast. at which every kind of fish in 
the sea seems to have been provided, 
for the list included eels, pike, lam- 
preys, trout, cod, plaice, crabs, bream, 
almon, heii- 
ters, earp, 
perch, tench, turbot, whelks, 


a grand procession passed throuch the 
decorated streets from the Tower, to 
Westminster Abbey. Quetn Mary rede 
to her coronation in 1553 In an epen 
chariot, drawn by six horses, from the 
Tower to Westminster, being pre- 
sented with 1000 marks of wold by 
the City Chamberlain. 

The plague raged in London at the 
coronation of James I.. which was 
consequently shorn of al! display. No 
one of the public was allowed to at- 
tend except the Lor.]. Mayor, aldermen 


| and twelve citizens, and on the ‘ollow- 


ing day the King and his court set 
out for Winchester. 

The coronation of James IT, in 1685, 
was a splendid affair, but was at- 
tended by an unlucky omen. As the 
King returned from Westminster Ab- 
bey, the ill-fitting crown would have 
fallen from his head but for the iIn- 
of someone accompanying 

m. 

It is related of Queen Anne, who was 
crowned in 1702, at Westminster, that 
she kissed the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury and the other prelates, but of- 
fered only her check to the temporal! 


peers. 
George I Was crowned with great 


pomp at Westminster, itn 1714: but 
the people were very disloyal and 
serious riots occurred at Bristol. 


There was a falling-off in splendor at 
the coronation of George IT, in 1727. 
When George III. was crowned (171) 
another mishap occurred, the reat 
diamond falling from the crown in 
Westminster Hall. The cer?mony was 
magnificent. and the Queen is leecribed 
as being ablaze with diamonds, 
The crowning of George IV. was 
carried out with great pomp. It cost 
£270.000, the crown alone costing 
£54.000 - and the roval robes 
£24,000. The public was excluded, and 
the ceremony was comewhat marred 
by the effort of Queen Caroline to 
enter the Abbev and her repulsion. 
Willlam TV. is said to have desired 
to dispense with the ceremony of 
coronation: but it was carried out 
with strict economy on September 8, 
1831. Althourh there was great popu- 
lar enthusiasm. with flluminationse. 
fireworks, and suspension of business, 
the King would neither allow provres- 
sion nor feast. The whole cost ef the 
coronation amounted to only £20,000.

OFFICIAL CALL 
CHURCH BOARD. 


T HAS leaked out that at the meet- 
| ing of the quarterly conference _ of 
the First Methodist Church, held on 
Monday night last, official action was 


of pastors in that congregation. 

This action was to be kept secret 
from everybody except those within the 
“charmed circle,” but, as usual, it was 
told, and yesterday an authoritative 
statement was made to The Times of 
the status of the matter. 

For two years, owing to declining 
health. Rev. Dr. R. S. Cantine has been 
interesting himself in the sélection of 
a successor to himself as senior pastor 
of the First Church, where he has ac- 
complished so much, and in which he 
frels a deep interest. In March and 


April, 1901, he had extended corre 
spondence with Dr. Robert McIntyre of 
Chicago, one of the most eminent 
preachers in Methodism, concerning 
his taking up the work here. 

At the same time the official board of 
the church, of which Dr. Cantine ts 
president, had a special committee at 
work in the same dircction. 

A year ijater, Dr. McIntyre appeared 
on the ground, having been ordered to 
a mild climate by his family physician, 
owing to the ill-health of his wife. 

On June 2 the official board held a 
meeting at which br. Cantine presided, 
and adopted the fol.owing resolution: 

“Resolved, that the Committee on 
Pastor, together with the preciding 
elder of this district, be and are here- 
by instructed to extend an invitation 
te Dr. Robert McIntyre to become the 
pastor of our church, at the beginning 
of the next conference year.” 

The invitation was extended in ac- 
cordance with the above resolution, and 
under date of June 9, Dr. McIntyre 


had been prayerfuliy considered. “As 
I did not seek the place,” said Dr. Mc- 
Intyre, “it seems providential to me. I 


taken concerning the talked-of change. ; 


therefore accept it, subject to the ap- 
proval of the proper authorities. 

The official board then took the nec- 
essary action looking to the reference 
of the whole subject to the quarterly 
conference. 

It was an unusual scene that was en- 
acted Monday evening at the recent 
meeting of the last-named body, but 
one that showed a feeling of fellowship 
just as unusual. 

Presiding Elder Bovard presided at 
the conference, which is composed of 
all the official boards of the church, 
and at which there was a full at- 
tendance: 

Cantine 
is president came a report bodying 
the resolution above quoted, and the 
reply of Dr. McIntyre. Then followed 
a recommendation that the conference 
ratify the action 


of the committee, and 


that all unite in an effort to have the 
bishop assign Dr. McIntyre to the First 
Church. 

Dr. Cantine arose to his feet as the 
reading ceased, and in a delightful 
speech moved the adoption of the rec- 
ommendation, and is motion was 
unanimously carried. 

The cheerful accord of pastor and peo- 
ple is shown in every step leading up 
to the request to have Dr. Mcintyre 
appointed to the First Church, and 
when Dr. Cantine retires fom the active 
ministry, a few months hence, it wll 
be in accord with his own desire. 

“J am not a quitter, I'm a stayer,” 
said Dr. Cantine yesterday, ‘and I ex- 
pect to continue to preach as long as I 
live, though I may not be on salary. Dr. 
McIntyre is a great preacher, and was 
over one of the greatest churches in 
all Methodism, in Chicago, and I long 
ago, as these letters show, sought him 
as o destrable successor te the rst 
Church of Los Angeles."

FALSE TEETH THE ONLY DIS-

Doctors Found No Spots on the Rich 
‘Miser’s Remains and the Entire Bod 


Lifted from the grave was the body 
of Charles Hill yesterday, in the hope 
of aiding the authorities in the discov- 
ery of the rightful heirs to the consid- 
erable estate of $142,000 that is causing 
the innumerable Hills of the earth so 
many spasms of anticipation and 
groundiess hope.

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NEAR DOWNEY. 


HADLEY OF ALAMEDA WOUNDED 
AND CHUCKED IN DITCH. 
Mystery Enshrouds Crime and Officers 
are Without Clews Until Victim Re- 
gains Consciousness or Witnesses Ap- 
pear—Aged Frenchman Dead in Field. 


DOWNEY, June 20.—Stabbed in half 
a@ dozen places and fairly drenched with 
his own gore, a strange man was found 
in a weed-grown ditch three miles west 
of this place at 9:30 o'clock tonight. The 
man is supposed to be W. M. Hadley 
of Alameda. and he is probabiy fatally 
wounded. While all indications point to 
foul play, there is nothing to work on 


‘until the victim regains consciousness, 


and the officers have made no arrests. 

The*wounded man was discovered by 
Hamp Wyatt, a rancher, who was driv- 
ing along beside the narrow-gauge rall- 
road track and saw a hat lying by the 
roadside.

The 
physicians were unable to predict 
whether or not he wil! recover. Should 
he die without regaining consciousness 
and explainnig the affair Downey will 
have another difficylt murder mystery. 
Darkness made an examination of the 
scene of the crime impossible tonight, 
and nobody came ferward to throw 
any light on the mysterious affair.

A continuance of the examination 
has been granted by the magistrate un- 
til June 26, as the defendant has made

The arrest is a reopening of the case 
against @. A. Stassforth, a Los An- 
geles merchant, who was tried at 
Nogales for alleged violaton of the 
Edmunds Act in the summer of 1901. 

The jury acquitted, though the evi- 
dence showed that Staseforth and Mra. 
Erwin, partners in a mining deal in 
Sonora, frequently came to Nogales 
and there occupied the same room in a 
lodging-house. 

Evidence of unlawful vcohabliation 
wag worked up against Stassforth by 
Juan Edson, a Los Angeles detective. 
At his instance, a warrant was is- 
sued against Mrs. Erwin at the same 
time as that against Staasforth. She 
managed to escape arrest by fleeing to 
Sonora. Edson happened to be 
Benson the other day, and caught a 
glimpse of the woman as & changed 
cars. He had left the warraat 
against her in Tucson, and all he had 
to do was to wire here to United 
States Deputy Marshal Stevens, ask- 
ing its exeeution. 


Sequel to, or rather, co-incident with, 
the prosecution of Stassforth in Ari- 
zona, wes the institution of an action 
for divorce by his wife, in Los Ange- 
les. The ground of complaint was ex- 
treme cruelty and desertion, adultery 
being not alleged as a cause of action, 
although there was conjecture onthe 
part of Stassforth's friends that the 
Federal authorities in Arizona were 
instigated to act in behalf of the wife, 
who was seeking a legal separation 
from her husband. 

Mrs. Erwin was formerly a mining 
broker in this city. She is a Jashing 
blonde of uncertain age, formerly a 
resident of Cincinnati, and 's aileged 
to have completely captivated Capital- 
ist Stassforth, and alienated his af- 
fections from his refined and hand- 
some young wife, whom he left in sole 
possession of his beautiful and luxu- 
rious home on Grand avenue while 
he went to Mexico, where he engaged 
in a mining venture with Mrs. Erwin 
and Col. Morgan. 

Worry over her husband's actions is 
alleged to have brought complete 
nervous collapse upon Mrs. Stassforth 
and she has remained an invalid ever 
since, being at the present time with 
friends in ichigan. 

When Mrs. Stassforth brought suit 
for divorce she levied an attachment 
upon her husband's property here, in- 
cluding a large amount of cash in 
bank and valuable rea) estate. The 
husband brought injunction suits and 
also shed for the annulment of a deed 
to the Grand-avenue residence prop- 
erty, which he had executed to his 
wife for love and affection, and a nom- 
inal consideration prior to going to 
Mexico. The divorce suit and related 
actions are still pending in the courte. 

Earl Rogers, Esq., attorney for Mrs. 
Stassforth, stated last night that the 
arrest of Mrs. Erwin was a surprise to 
him. It has no bearing on the litiga- 
tion in Los Angeles, he said, and he 
predicted that the complaint against 
Mrs. Erwin would be promptly dis- 
missed, in view of the failure of the 
Federal authorities to secure a con- 
viction of the alleged male offender in 
the case.

In the first round they went at it 
hammer and tongs, and made it a 
stand-off, Johnson getting the best of 
the second mix and Griffen the best 
of the third. Johnson was the - 
sor in the first twelve rounds, but 
Griffen generally countered on his 
leads, and partially evened matters. 
In the thirteenth Griffen began to 
shine, and after that more than held 
his own. In that round he landed on 
Johnson five or six times, and had 
much the best of the bargain at this 
stage. His nose bled in almost every 
round after the fifth, but from the 
thirteenth to the end he had the best 
of it, and the showing between them 
on the whole fight, was so even that 
the referee could do nothing else but 
call it a draw.
